Another Tragic Angle. 

The story of the shooting of Police- 
man Elliott Harris, near York, S. C.. 
on July 17, has more than one tragic 
angle. Louis Potts, 24, speeding on 
a motorcycle to tell the policeman’s 
wife, was killed in collision with an 
automobile. That night the mether of 
Clyde Snipes, husband of the con- 
demned woman, died 
North Carolina. 

Should she be executed, Mrs. Snipes 
will be the first white woman to suf- 
fer the extreme penalty in South Caro- 
lina since the Civil War. 

So far as Alex Salley Jr., state 
historian, knows, only one other wom- 
an in recent years has been sentenced 
to death. The last death sentence 
passed on a woman in the state, ac- 
cording to Salley, was in the 1890's. 
The sentence was commuted as she 
stood on the scaffold, and she lived 
to regain her freedom, There had 
heen negro women hanged prior to 
that, since the Civil War. 

Mrs. Snipes has not had a fortu- 
nate life. She was reared, she told 
police, in

The cotton quota plan was described | 
by its author as differing from the, 
various “debenture” and “domestic al- 
lotment” proposals thus far set forth, 
in that its foundation would be laid | 
on voluntary co-operative effort with- | 
in the industry itself. Moreover, Wa- | 
gel contended, the plan would not call | 
for the aid of government expendi-| 
tures or bounties in any form. It} 
would be self-financing, he said. Wa-) 
gel is associated with Hentz & Co., | 
as a commodity expert. 

The proposal is divided into three 
principal subdivisions, calling for the 
formation of a national cotton co- 
operative corporation which would 
regulate production; a cotton finance | 
corporation, which would rediscount | 
loans on cotton and indirectly become | 
an agency to hold the present cotton | 
surplus, and the passage of congres- 
sional tax and tariff legislation which 
would yield a sizable revenue to the 
federal government in addition to 
helping regulate production. 

Membership in the cotton co-opera- 
tive corporation would be open to all 
cotton growers, bankers, brokers, mills | 
and gins directly connected with the) 
eotton trade.
